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'Who Was Granet?" is Title of February 15 Talk at The Cleveland Museum of Art 

Edgar Munhall, Curator of The Frick Collection in New York, will give a free 
lecture titled "Who Was Granet?" at 5:45 pm on Wednesday, February 15, at The 
Cleveland Museum or Art. Munhall organized the Museum’s current exhibition of sixty 
watercolors by Fran?ois-Marius Granet (1775-1849), a neglected master who was one of 
the most celebrated painters of 19th-century France, but whose popularity did not last 
beyond his death. Munhall is one of several scholars who have, in effect, recently 
rediscovered Granet’s works. There will be a public reception for Munhall after the 
lecture. 

Munhall, who received a doctorate from Yale in 1959 and has been curator of 
The Frick since 1965, says he has always been interested in Granet. He immediately 
accepted the offer of organizing an exhibition when approached by Denis Coutagne, 
Curator of France’s Mus6e Granet, to which the artist left more than 1,500 of his 
works. Fran^ois-Marius Granet: Watercolors from the Musee Granet at Aix-en- 
Provence is on view from February 7 through March 19. 

"His face is so familiar from Ingres’ portrait of him (about 1807), but no one 
knows anything about him as an individual or about his art," Munhall says of Granet. 
Munhall has prepared a 168-page exhibition catalogue, the first book on Granet 
published in English and the first scholarly examination of his career in Paris. The 
catalogue includes the largest group of color reproductions of Granet’s work ever 
published. It opens with an English translation by Joseph Focarino of the artist’s 
colorful memoirs, which have been published only once before— in incomplete form— in a 
French newspaper in 1872.
